Lee County Jail 


The first jail building in Dix­ 
on and Lee County was erected 
along with the first Lee County 
Courthouse in 18 40 at a cost of 
$1,495. It was a hewed-log build­ 
ing built on a stone foundation 
and stood on the northeast cor­ 
ner 
of 
Third St. and 
Ottawa 
Ave. 


In 18 72, after several experi­ 
ences with escaping prisoners, 
the County Board of Supervisors 
decided to build a new jail fa­ 
cility to replace the one that 
had served for 32 years. 
At 
a 
meeting of the county 
hoard on Feb. 14, 18 72, Lorenzo 
Wood, a Dixon supervisor, of­ 
fered 
a 
resolution 
that 
the 
board appropriate $18 ,000 with 
which to construct a new facil­ 
ity. It was noted, also, that the 
county building bonds were to 
bear no more than eight per 
cent interest. 
At the next meeting, March 8 , 
18 72, 
a committee 
headed 
by 
Wood reported 
that 
a lot at 
Third 
St. 
and Hennepin Ave. 
had been purchased from Sarah 
Havens for $1.000. It was also 
reported that the old jail and 
lot'had been sold for $2,500 and 
that this amount had been add­ 
ed to the construction fund. 
Foundations for the new jail 
were laid on April 25, 18 72, by 
Jobst 
and Pierce, contractors 
from Peoria. The entirp work 
had been bid at $16.98 0 but the 
firm received $516.8 8 for extra 
work 
and 
material 
including 
fencing and an outhouse. 
The building committee also 
paid H. Simonson $294.76 for a 
barn near the jail and $325 to 
Lorenzo Wood, its chairman, for 
acting as superintendent of the 
project. 
An additional $424.50 
was paid to the Chicago archi­ 
tects, Merrian and Street, leav­ 
ing a balance of $8 10.93, which 
was turned 
back 
to 
the Lee 
County Board of Supervisors. 
The jail facility, at the time 
called one of the most modern 
and up-to-date structures of its 
kind 
in 
the state, 
was 
fully 
completed on Nov. 6, 18 72, and 
was then accepted by the coun­ 
ty Board of Supervisors. 
It is interesting to note that 
about 
10 
months 
passed 
from 
the time the initial resolution 
to build a new jail was offered 
until the building was success­ 
fully completed. 
In the 
96 years that 
have 
passed since the jail building 
was 
first 
constructed 
m a n y 
grand 
juries 
throughout 
the 
years have recommended that 
it be demolished as unfit for 
human 
habitation 
and 
that a 
new facility 
be 
planned 
and 
built. 
Citizens of Lee County have 
on 
several 
occasions 
turned 
down referendums to build a 
new jail and the first Lee County 
Public Building Commission es­ 
tablished to build a new jail was 
abolished before it had the op­ 
portunity to fully investigate the 
possibilities of 
constructing 
the 
required building. 
A new Public Building Com­ 
mission 
was 
recently 
estab­ 
lished, in Jan u ary of this year, 
and it is hoped that this com­ 
mission can replace the existing 
facility well before it celebrates 
its centennial.

Income Tax Surcharge 
Will Probably Pass

WASHINGTON (AP) - P resi­ 
dent Johnson’s 10 per cent in­ 
come tax surcharge appears to 
have a safe but not overwhelm­ 
ing margin for p assage as it 
comes before the House for a 
vote after a year of controversy 
and delay. 
The 
Senate, 
anticipating 
House 
approval 
today, 
has 
scheduled its own vote Friday. 
If the anticipated script is fol­ 
lowed, everyone in the country 
who now has federal income tax 
deducted from his paycheck will 
find the tax bite 10 per cent big­ 
ger in about three weeks. 
That 
means 
a 
worker 
now 
having $50 per week withheld 
for income tax would have $55 
withheld 
until next June 
and 
possibly longer. 
Tied to the increase in taxes 
is a mandatory $6-billion cut in 
government spending in the fis­ 
cal year beginning July 1. 
Johnson fought the spending 
cut as excessive. But he finally 
agreed to the m easure because 
of what he called the overriding 


need 
for 
more 
revenues 
to 
shrink a deficit estimated at $24 
billion to $31 billion check infla­ 
tion and bolster the dollar inter­ 
nationally. 


The Senate already has voted 
for a similar package, but must 
consider the final version. 
F or individuals, the effective 
tax increase this year would be 
7.5 per cent of their total tax 
bill, because for them the sur­ 
tax is retroactive to April 1. For 
corporations, it covers the full 
year 1968 . 
As the bill is written, the sur­ 
tax would expire June 30, 1969, 
but its principal architect, Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., chair­ 
man of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, has already 
raised the possibility of an ex­ 
tension if the nation cannot put 
its financial house in order by 
then. 
Besides the income tax sur­ 
charge, the bill continues the 
excise tax on automobiles at 7 
per cent and on telephone serv­ 
ice at 10 per cent. Under the old 
law, they dropped to 2 per cent 


and 1 per cent respectively. The 


bill also provides a speedup of 


corporation tax collections. 


The combined effect of the 


changes is estimated at a $15.2 


billion revenue increase for the 


next fiscal year. 


Appropriations also are to be 
cut $10 billion under the budget 
estimates for the year and ac 
tual spending reduced $6 billion 
Appropriations and spending do 
not match in any single year be­ 
cause of the stretchout of spend 
ing programs. If Congress does 
not make the full cuts—and ap 
parently it won’t—the president 
must hold back expenditures to 
come up to the figures spellet 
out 
in 
the 
tax-economy 
bill, 
which 
overrides 
other 
legisla 
tion. 


Finally, the President is di­ 
rected 
to 
make 
recommenda­ 
tions for trimming an additional 
$8 billion out of appropriations 
carried 
over 
from 
previous 
years. These recommendations 
are due in January.

How then would registration of 
guns or guh owners prev ent the 
criminal from obtaining posses­ 
sion of a gun for illegal purpos­ 
es?

cealed much more easily, too. 
Registering of guns or the reg­ 
istration of gun owners will not 
hinder the criminal or the nut 
from getting and using a gun 
for illegal purposes. Anyone who 
says it will, including Ramsey 
Clark is only kidding himself. 


Banning all mail-order sale of 
guns will only needlessly put 
many honest firms out of busi­ 
ness. True there are many guns 
purchased 
for 
illegal 
use 
through the mails but isn’t it 
illegal to send pornographic lit­ 
erature 
through 
the 
mails? 
Many magazines adv ertise thou­ 
sands of pieces of pornographic 
literature which can be pur­ 
chased by mail order.

criminal to obtain a firearm. 


Did prohibition end the sale of 
liquor? No, it just made the 
liquor business a racket of the 
syndicate. It was such a racket, 
in fact, that the only way it 
could be stopped was to repeal 
prohibition. 
Banning the sale of guns In 
any manner, through the mails 
or any other wray, would only 
increase the black market traf­ 
fic in guns which is already 
ov erwhelming. 


Why should we giv e the syn- 
diate another racket? 


Useful Legislation Needed 
There are some proposed gun 
controls wrhich would punish the 
criminals, strike a happy medi­ 
um between the two opposing 
forces, not hinder the honest cit­ 
izen, and would help prev ent 
crime. 
The first thing which should 
be done is to pass a federal 
law banning the registration of 
firearm owners and banning the 
registration of firearms as these 
measures, such as the Illinois 
Firearm 
Owner’s 
Registration 
Act and the Chicago Gun Regis­ 
tration Law-, only help the crim­ 
inals, as was mentioned earlier, 
and would cost thousands of 
dollars of taxpayers’ money to 
enforce and stall would not be 
punishing the criminal. 
Second, a federal law should 
be passed which would require 
each indiv idual ordering a fire­ 
arm or ammunition through the 
mail to send with the order a 
form filled out by the local po­ 
lice or sheriff’s office. 
Most Effectiv e 
Third and most effectiv e to 
prev ent crime and to prev ent 
young people 
from 
becoming 
criminals a federal law' should 
be passed, amending the Con­ 
stitution if necessary, requiring 
a mandatory 10-year prison sen­ 
tence for the commission of any 
crime while in the possession of 
a firearm and a mandatory 25- 
year sentence for a second of­ 
fense. This would be more ef­ 
fectiv e in fighting crime than 
any other type of proposed fire­ 
arm legislation.
